I  received  an  interesting  email  this  week  from  one  of  lASAC’s 
newer  members  that  had  a  lot  of  questions  that  needed  answers.  As  I 
write  this  bi-monthly  column,  sometimes  I  am  hard-pressed  to  come  up 
with  NEW  topics  to  write  about.  Over  the  years  I’ve  written  about  the 
storage  and  protecting  our  collections,  topical  collecting,  and  just  about 
any  other  thing  I  could  think  of  that  I  thought  you,  the  member/reader, 
would  find  interesting,  fresh,  and  useful.  1  was  wondering  if  you  newer 
members,  a.k.a.  “Newbies”  would  be  interested  in  having  some  of  those 
earlier  columns  reprinted  as  a  separate  column?  Most  of  my  writings  1 
save  in  a  folder.  Why?  I  don’t  know  for  sure,  probably  vanity.  Maybe 
someday,  Dave  Bowers  and  1  will  collaborate  on  a  new  silver  art  bar 
book.  (This  is  where  you  hip-hop-happening-techies  would  insert  a 
“LOL”  to  show  how  ridiculous  that  idea  is!)  Anyway,  if  you  think  that’s  a 
good  idea  to  have  2,  two,  zwie,  duo,  duae,  duo,  dos,  etc.,  articles  from  me 
printed  in  each  issue,  let  me  know. 

It  has  always  been  one  of  my  ideas  to  track  down  any  errors  or 
varieties  that  might  exist  in  the  IASAC  bar/round  annual  series.  In  the 
last  newsletter,  Randy  G.  had  a  sale  of  some  of  his  personal  bars/rounds. 
Some  of  these  came  out  of  the  “Bill  Haffner  Collection.”  In  the  list,  he 
had  an  antique  bronze  round  of  IASAC- 18,  (the  Cincinnati  River  Boat), 
that  had  an  error  (“.999  fine  silver”)  minted  on  the  reverse.  How  did  this 
piece  get  released,  how  many  exist,  is  it  worth  a  premium,  is  it  even 
worth  pursuing  as  an  addition  to  the  IASAC  series,  “HOW  MUCH  IS  IT 
WORTH?”  and  a  myriad  of  other  questions  that  could  be  asked 
concerning  this  piece.  Since  the  copyrights  of  all  “Price  Guides”  belong 
to  Archie  Kidd  and  his  estate,  some  of  these  errors/varieties  were  never 
listed.  While  I’m  not  trying  to  infringe  on  Archie’s  works,  I  do  think  as  a 
club  we  need  to  share  what  we  have  and  what  is  printed  as  fact  in 
Archie’s  books.  So  with  that  disclaimer  and  my  hope  that  Archie’s  family 
views  this  as  an  extension  of  what  Archie  started,  and  not  an 
infringement  on  his  books,  1  would  like  to  just  throw  out  some  of  the 
different  things  from  my  own  IASAC  collection.  Yes,  I  know  that  I’m 
just  trolling  for  additional  information,  but  if  I  don’t  get  the  ball  rolling, 
we  may  never  get  everything  we  need  to  know  about  the  IASAC  series.

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There  is  an  informational  tri-fold  flyer  that  has  been  updated 
over  the  years  listing  all  of  the  bars/rounds  and  related  information 
about  each  piece.  If  you  don’t  have  one,  let  Nancy  or  Joe  know  and  ask 
to  be  sent  one.  It  will  give  a  lot  of  you  “newbies”  the  background 
information  that  you  need  to  understand  the  club’s  roots.  The  last  one  I 
have  gets  me  to  2009  and  the  25th  anniversary  of  IASAC.  I’m  not  sure  if 
there  is  an  up-dated  version  yet  or  not.  (Nancy  or  Joe,  do  you  know?) 

IASAC- 1  was  minted  for  the  first  convention  meeting  in  1985. 
(Also,  let  me  state  right  here  and  now,  when  an  IASAC  convention  is 
listed/mentioned,  the  writer  is  not  speaking  about  a  50+  table  bourse 
with  just  silver  art  bar/round  dealers  setting  up  and  selling  only  to  silver 
art  bar/round  collectors  for  2-3  days.  In  addition,  to  the  membership 
meeting,  there  are  always  members/dealers  who  bring  things  to  sell, 
trade,  or  just  give  away!  (Time  for  another  LOL!)  Now  the  tri-fold  states 
that  157  serial  numbered  bars  were  made  by  the  California  Crown  Mint. 
However,  there  is  a  disclaimer  that  “Club  members  can  request  their 
club  membership  number  on  bars  or  rounds.  Therefore,  a  bar  or  round 
may  have  a  higher  serial  number  than  the  total  reported  mintage.”  As  I 
have  collected  just  about  any  and  all  of  the  IASAC  pieces  I  can  find  to 
buy  from  dealers  or  on  eBay,  I  have  noticed  that  bar  #1  has  several  bars 
listed  with  “200”  numbers  stamped  on  them.  I  don’t  believe  the 
membership  had  reached  a  200+  member  limit  in  1985.  If  not  minted 
and  serial  numbered  for  registered  members,  why  the  #200  or  whatever 
bars?  In  my  own  collection,  I  have  #201  which  I  purchased  from  Toledo 
Coin  Exchange  on  October  6,  2001  for  $45.  Who  had  a  membership 
number  of  201  back  in  1985?  For  you  that  have  any  higher  numbers,  let 
me  know  for  the  club  archives.  I  know  there  is  one  on  eBay  right  now 
that  is  #237  for  sale  @  $195.  (January  12,  2014)  And  last,  but  not  least, 
before  I  beat  this  dead  horse  any  more,  has  anyone  else  noticed  that  the 
cover  of  the  “new  and  improved”  PURPLE  fifth  edition  cover  has  an 
enameled  slot  machine  of  the  I.A.S.B.C.  First  Convention  bar?  I’ve  never 
seen  one  and  Nancy  hasn’t  either,  but  at  the  St.  Charles  convention,  Patti 
F.  said  she  had  owned  one  at  one  time  but  her  ex-husband  had  sold  it  to 
spite  her.  I  would  definitely  be  interested  in  one  of  those  bars.  Perhaps, 
that  is  why  the  200’s  bars  exist.  Maybe,  they  were  the  ones  that  were  to 
be  enameled  if  anyone  wanted  one.  I  don’t  believe  any  bronze  bars  were 
created  that  year,  but  if  you  have  one,  let  me  know.  Thanks! _ ^ 
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IASAC-2  was  the  Cincinnati  Zoo’s  White  Bengal  Tiger  round.  Over  the 
years,  I  have  acquired  7  of  these  rounds.  There  are  four  different 
varieties  that  I  know  exist.  The  first  was  the  149  serial-numbered  rounds, 
the  39  cancelled  and  serial-numbered  rounds,  an  unknown  number  of 
non-serial  numbered  cancelled  rounds,  and  serial-numbered  bronzes. 
Again,  from  my  own  collection  I  know  that  the  serial-numbered  rounds 
go  into  the  200’s.  I  have  #226  that  1  purchased  from  Jim  B.  for  $28.50, 
February  9,  2001. 

1  know  this  seems  to  be  a  bit  long,  but  I  am  hoping  to  lay  the 
groundwork  for  more  information  about  the  IASAC  series.

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Thoughts  about  IASAC  from  a  Newbie

I  am  relatively  new  to  the  world  of  silver  art,  just  since  September 
2012,  and  even  newer  to  IASAC.  Having  just  completed  my  first  year’s 
membership  in  the  organization  (2013),  I  thought  I’d  offer  some  of  my 
thoughts  about  this  all.  Perhaps  they  will  resonate  with  other  members, 
provide  a  springboard  for  further  discussion,  or  just  serve  to  give  the 
membership  my  own  perspective. 

First  of  all,  I  LOVE  collecting  these  little  masterpieces!  My  preference 
is  definitely  one-ounce  .999  silver  art  bars,  but  I’m  quite  fond  of  many  of 
the  one-ounce  rounds  as  well.  In  my  short  months  of  pursuing  this 
“hobby”  -  or  “investment”  (which  is  usually  what  I  call  it  to  help  me 
rationalize  some  expenditures  I  probably  shouldn’t  have  made)  -  I’ve 
already  amassed  a  decent  starting  collections  of  several  hundred  items. 

I’ve  trolled  eBay  for  deals,  contacted  every  coin  dealer  in  sight,  and 
have  even  attended  my  first  ever  coin  show.  It  appears  that  art  bars  are 
hard  to  find  locally  (and  I  live  in  a  major  metro  area  with  a  dozen  or  more 
shops  within  50  miles),  but  I’ve  had  some  random  success.  Online 
auctions  seem  to  be  by  far  the  most  viable  way  of  finding  additions  to  my 
collection. 

This  is  where  IASAC  comes  in.  When  I  discovered  it,  I  had 
imaginings  of  other  like-minded  souls  who  actively  collected,  traded, 
bartered,  bought,  and  sold. .  .collectors  who  were  as  jazzed  about  the 
hobby  as  I  was.  I  anticipated  having  places  to  go  (virtual  or  actual)  to 
share  our  passions;  discuss  our  finds,  wants,  and  needs;  spread 
knowledge  from  the  “old  timers”;  and  help  each  other  enjoy  this  hobby 
to  the  fullest. 

I  heard  about  the  annual  convention  and  was  especially  excited 
hearing  that  it  moved  host  city  from  year  to  year  and  even  had  its  own 
commemorative  silver  piece  struck  each  year.  I  envisioned  a  one-  or  two- 
day  festival,  complete  with  booths  and  vendor  tables,  informative 
presentations,  and  gatherings  of  numerous  members  from  all  over  the 
world. 

But  alas,  this  does  not  seem  to  be  what  IASAC  is.  There  really  doesn’t 
seem  to  be  a  place  to  go  to  mingle  with  other  members.  The  website  is 
limited  and  static.  If  there  are  forums  or  discussion  groups,  I  am  not 
aware  of  their  whereabouts.  The  “Bugle”  contains  far  less  about  the  hobby 
and  fewer  resources  than  I’d  hoped  (instead  of  fillers,  games,  etc.).  This  is 
sad  to  me,  because  it  seems  that  so  many  members  have  been  following 
their  hobby  for  years  and  years  and  I  know  they  have  tales  to  tell  about 
the  pieces,  historical  tidbits  they’ve  picked  up,  or  anecdotal  recaps  of 
collecting  through  the  years.  I  don’t  see  any  of  this  anywhere,  yet  I’d  love 
to  hear  about  these.

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Thoughts  about  IASAC  from  a  Newbie... 


I’m  still  not  sure  exactly  what  the  IASAC  conventions  are.  If  they  are 
what  I  envisioned,  more  hype  before  them  is  definitely  needed  and 
recaps  with  articles  and  photos  afterwards  are  sorely  lacking.  When  I 
first  joined  IASAC,  I  planned  on  making  a  vacation  of  it  to  travel  to 
Portland  for  the  occasion.  But  then  it  came  and  went  with  little  fanfare. 

I  am  glad  that  I  didn’t  waste  my  time  and  money  for  what  sounds  like  a 
short  meeting  and  dinner  with  a  small  clique  of  officers  and  friends. 
Those  photos  were  nice  enough  to  see,  but  is  this  really  all  it  was?  It  is 
still  not  really  clear  to  me,  but  I  do  know  that  I  am  disappointed. 

I  was  hoping  IASAC  would  bring  together  the  vast  experiences  from 
members  and  couple  it  with  modern  tools  to  provide  useful  references 
for  our  hobby.
